The triai of Winnie and Lillie Scott, mother 
and daughter, both colored, who will be re- 
membered as the tormenters of Lil G. Me- 
Nair, the well-known broker, occupied fully 
an hour and a half in the First District Police 
court to-day. 

Some months ago Lillie, the daughter, was 
tried for the same offense and the fine of $100 
which ‘was assessed was remitted by Mayor 
Walbridge. This did not serve as sufficient 
warning to the girl, forshe and her mother 
then began to bother Mr. McNair, both by 
writing letters to him and calling 
at his office. To-day Judge Morris, 
after hearing the evidence, fined the mother 
and the daughter $50 each, and warned them 
not to bother Mr. MeNair in the future. 

The evidence brought out atthe trial was 
to.the effect that for nearly a year and a half 
the daughter had been troubling Mr. Mc- 
Nair. She had been visiting his office, 
and when she saw Mr. McNair 
declared he was not the man 
she sought and told Mr. Cunningham, clerk 
for McNair, that he was a Har, because he 
tried to tell her that Lil McNair was Lil Me- 
Nair, and that there was no other man Dy 
that name in this city. 

THINKS HER HALF-WITTED. 

Dr. Warren G. Priest thought the girl was 
half-witted, and her letters addressed to Mr. 
McNair support this opinion and display a 
density of ignorance rarely seen nowadays. 
She said that the witch bones were crossed 
against him and that the Hindoo charms 
were working in opposition to his interests. 
The letters also informed Mr. McNair thata 
conspiracy was on foot to down him, and 
that the fortune-tellers who crossed the 
bones on him had threatened also to blow up 
her house, 4306 Kennerly g@venue, because she 
was informing him of thdir plot. 

Anotder letter stated that she did not in- 
tend.to eat or injure him when she called on 
him, and informed Mr. McNairthat he was 
foolish to pose so much confidence in the 
fortune teller, Mrs. Sabine, and her aides. 
This, she said, made others jealous and 


started the plot. There were a stx lot - 
ters in all, most of which were written in

Miss Scott made a statement on the stand. 
She said that she knew of a man named Me- 
Nair. He had been pointed out to her on the 
street and she wrote to him after having re- 
ceived a letter from him. This letter from 
McNair, she said, went into Chief Har 
ringan’s hands, but this official denied. ever 
seeing an letters but those written 
to Mr. cNair. by Lillie Scott. The 
Gaughter said she did not know Lil 
McNair, the broker, and described her 
friend, McNair, as a tall, portly gentleman. 
She had never been introduced or never had 
spoken tothe McNair she referred to, and it 
ere that she should write letters 
and call on a man she did not know. 

Judge Morris, in ning the defendants, said 
he had no doubt about the mother and 
daughter being hard-working and respecta- 
ble persons, but he did not see why they should 
be allowed to inlet their manias on the pub- 
lic. He sald: Such men as Guiteau, Pren- 
Jergastand others with violent manlas are 
responsible for their deeds, in my opinion, 
and any supreme court holding otherwise 
should be held responsible for the acts of 
such persons.

New Tonk, Nov. 16,—Wahtle oe El Ota is ro-

lyn, Britannia, the other big ship of Pelxoto’s 
fleet, is getting ready to follow her to sea.

Recently he commanded 
the Vigilancia of the now defunct Brazilian 
line, The Vigilancia was the crack 
boat of the line. On her first voyage 
to Rilo de Janeiro Capt. Crossman gave a 
grand dinner aboard and among his guests 
at table were President Peixoto and Admiral 
Mello. Admiral Mello and he were always 
quite friends, and the Captain is now going 
down tosee him and in a genial way smash 
him and his fleet into small pieces if the 
thing can be done.

Room Adjoining Gen. Mathelin’s Apart- 
ments Blown to Splinters. 


MANY CASES OF INTACT EXPLOSIVES 
FOUND LATER. 


Had the Fiendish Plans Fully Succeeded 
Hundreds of Innocent School Girls, as 
Well as Orderlies and Army Officers, 
Would Have Been Torn to Shred 
Tramway Strikers and Italians Sus- 
pectea ~ Much Mystery Surrounding 
the Plot. 


MARSEILLES, Nov. 16.—A dastardly. attempt 
was made to blow up the residence of Gen: 
Mathelin, commander of the Fifgeenth Army 
Corps, at about midnight last night. The 
house occupied by Gen. Mathelin is sur- 
rounded by a high wall into which sentry 
boxes are built. It is the official residence of 
the General of the division commanding the 
Fifteenth Army Corps, which includes in its 
jurisdiction the lower Alps, the Maritime 
Alps, the Bouches du Rhone, Corsica, Gard, 
Star, Vauclese and Marseilles. 

Intothe small niches or sentry boxes a 
number of little cases of dynamite were 
placed, and in addition one case of dynamite 


was placed in a room adjoining the apart- 


ments occupied by the General, used by the 
orderlies of the commander of the 15th Army 
Corps, who there await his summons. In 
some manner the case of dynamite placed fn 
the orderlies’ room exploded at about mid- 
night with a loud report, shattering the 
walls and hurling a mass of debris into the 
guard-room, without, however, injuring the 
orderlies or hurting any of the soldiers in 
the guard-room, Every pane of glass in the 
General’s house and in adjoining houses was 
smashed by the force of the concussion, and 
the girls’ school and Octrol buildings op- 
posite the General’s residence were espe- 
clally damaged. 

In addition a bomb was discovered in one 
of the passages of the General’s house, and 
it is believed that the conspirators were un-

Some idea of tne force of the explosion and 
of the miraculous escape of the orderlies and 
soldiers in the guard-room, to say nothing of 
the girls in the school opposite and of the 
Octrof officials, may be formed from the fact 
that the effects of the explosion were felt a 
mile from the spot where it took place. The 
director of the Octroi (municipal head- 
quarters), was lying tin bed when the case 
of dynamite exploded, and was awakened 
by the explosionand bya shower of glass 
and plaster which fell upon his face. 

An Italian who was seen sitting opposite 
the General’s house late yesterday evening 
has been arrested upon suspicion of being 
connected with the conspiracy. It is not by 
any means certain, however, that the plot ts 
of Italian origin. There are people here who 
believe that the explosion was the work of 
the most hot-headed of the horse car strike 
agitators, who are known to have been feel- 
ing very bitter against the military authori- 
ties for the support which they have given 
the car company during the recent strike, 
when the streets were patrolled by hussars 
and infantry and when each horse car which 
the company was enabled to run was escorted 
by from six to a dozen mounted hussars. 

The police are actively engaged in favesti- 
gating the explosion and it is understood 
that a number of arrests will be made during 
the day. 

The soldiers composing the garrison of 
Marsellles are very much excited atthe at- 
tempt made upon the life of Gen. Mathelin 
and there is little doubt that this feeling 
would lead them towreck summary ven- 
geance upon any Anarchist orany dynamite 
conspirator who may be caught prowling 
about the public bulldings. 3 

A report of the affair has been telegraphed 
to the French Government, and it is under- 
stood that the several Government officers 
whose departments are interested in the in- 
vestigation have ordered that the most com- 
plete report possible on theaffair be prompt- 
ly forwarded to Paris. 

Crowds surround the damaged buildings 
this morning, but they are kept back by a 
cordon of troops, as the General in command 
will not allow any strangers to approach the 
scene of the explosion untill the officials have 
finished their investigation. 

The utmost indignation is expressed 
against the authors of the explosion, and 
hopes are expressed on all sides that all con- 
cerned in the eonspiracy may soon be ar- 
rested and made to pay the extreme penalty 
of their crime, |

The Record of Swindier Menage Caught 
in Central America. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 16.—Louis 
Meunange, the man who was a few days ago 
apprehended in Central America, and whose 
requisition was asked for by the State De- 
partment, and who will soon be on his way 
back to this city in custody of officers, has a 
record which places bim in the front ranks 
of swindlers. 

During last few months of bis connection 
with the Northwestern Guaranty Loan Oo. 
at Minneapolis, which was his principal vic- 
tim, he misappropriated the money of the 
corporation to his own use in blocks of thou- 
sands of dollars, until his stealings footed 
up to the gigantic total of $1,650,800.11. This 
came out in the filing of the schedule of his 
individual liabilities in the office of the clerk 


ofthe court. In the schedule all his notes 
are labeled ‘‘Secured by collateral security 
with the N. G. L.“ No attempt is made to 
denne this collateral. In November, 1892, 
Menage was in debt to the Guaranty 
company to the extent of $161,560. 
At that time his enormous drain on 
the company began, and between that time 
and May 18,1893, the Napoleon of finance had 
increased hi s indebtedness to the company 
by $828,181.49, making his‘total indebtedness to 
the company on account of notes and similar 
indebtedness $984,891.49. The amount that 
Streeter, vice-president of the company, and 
12 are charged with stealing in the 
joint indictmhehts brought against them its 
$993,712.56. As a sample of the general run of 
the loans and the amounts taken during the 
last months of the existence of the North- 
western Guaranty Loan Company, * re - 
cord for a few days has been picked Out at 
random. 5 

Jan. 19 Menage took, in round numbers, 
$120,000, in seventy-four notes; Jan. 26 he took 
519. 126 in nineteen notes; Feb. 27 he borrowed 


twenty-eight notes iu the total sum of $29,-.. 


891.50; March 9 he again borrowed, this time 
$32,000, In twelve notes; April 26 the obliging 
officials of the companys contributed $55,000 to 
Mr. Menage’s personal fortune. On May 10, 
exactly three days before the company sus- 
pended, it had enough money to let its enter- 

rising President have $43,516.17 in one note. 

ut this amount of $993,712.56 is only a part of 
the total indebtedness of Menage and repre- 
sents only what he got out of his company. 
There ore other items made up of moneys 
contributed by other lambs. Jan. 2 the In- 
dustrial Trust Co. of Providence was caught 
for $25,000. On the same date Louis F. Menage, 
trustee, and W. F. Streeter loaned Louis F. 
Menage, the business man, $50,000. 

This amoudt, curiously enough, is Civided 
into two sums, one of $36,900 and the other of 
$13,100. The Baptist Centennial Convention 
contributed its mite in the shape of $1,000. 
The National Bank of Redemption of Boston 
loaned Menage $25,000 on Jan. 24. The Se- 
curity Bank of Minneapolis threw itself in 
the breach April 22 for a pretty good sum. 
The total of these and other deals of a like 
nature foot up $168,496. Neher & Carpenter, 
brokers at Troy, Y., Megotiated $40,000 
worth of commercial paper. Menage’s mis. 
cellaneous debts foot up $36,451.64. The last 
item on the list amounts to $426,170.78, and 18 
called the contingent list. The total lMabili- 
ties are not footed up in the schedules, 
but they may be closely approximated 
from the figures given above. Collected they 
are; Claims of the Guaranty Loan Co., $984,- 
681.49; Claims of banks, corporations, etc., 
$163, 469 ; popes negotiated by Neher & Car- 
penfer, $40,000; miscellaneous, $36,451.84; con · 
tingent liabilities, $426,170.78, making a total 
of $1,650,800.11 As to the assets, they may be 
largely summed up as ‘‘collateral security’’ 
and stocks in a thousand different companies 
oflittle or no value.

TREASON RAMPANT. 


The country is sadly in need of some 
new lexicons—in fact, its safety may de- 
pend upon the early appearance of these 
new guides. 

The old definitions of the word ‘‘trea- 
son’’ were good enough some years ago, 
but such has been the expansion in word 
meanings that we must be brought up to 
the needs of the present day. 

We are now told that the President and 
Secretary Gresham are guilty of treason in 
the Hawaiian matter. It is perfectly 
understood that neither Mr. Cleveland 
nor Secretary Gresham has the least idea 
of making war upon the United States, 
and that they have no idea of encouraging 
others to do so; but under our later defini- 
tion of treason they are guilty wretches 
for whom it is difficult to name an ade- 
quate punishment. They have interfered 
with a great business scheme, by which 
many persons would have profited, and 
Uncle Samuel would have paid the bills. 
It seems hard to say so, but this was 
treason. When any little squad cannot 
take the starsand stripes and seize any 
friendly government with them, treason 
begins to lurk. Ii they are halted it is 
treason to the stars and stripes, and patri- 
otism is humbled. 

Another form of treason which is 
equally dangerous has been developing of 
late years. This is the treason to Amer- 
ican industries.’’ Grumbling consumers 
rebel in thought if not in action against 
paying tariff taxes in order that 
persons in certain lines of 
business may exact exorbitant prices 
for whatever product may be put upon our 
market. Would a real patriot criticise 
the price put upon any article of American 
manufacture? Doesn't he know that all 
the tariff profits are immediately paid out 
in wages to native Americans, and that 
the moment he begins the treasorable 
work of decrying ‘‘American industries’’ 
all the shops will close, the mills will shut 
down, and the country will go precipi- 
tately to the dogs? 

When we get our new léxicons every- 
body will know just what treason is; and 
then let traitors beware!

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TWO KINDS OF DIPLOMACY. 

In international politics two policies are 
in vogue among civilized nations. When 
the parties to the controversy are equally 
matched diplomacy proceeds froma plea 
of right. When the dispute is between a 
powerful nation, well provided with 
cruisers, and a little tribe of savages or 
people struggling out of barbarism, the 
idea of right is never invoked. The only 
question is, how much of the barbarians’ 
lands does the big nation want or how 
much truculence and brag will satisfy the 
‘‘patriotism” of the great and glorious 
people, American, English or French, as 
the case may be? 

In our late controversy with Great Brit- 
ain every claim made by either side was 
based upon some principle of justice and 
although the negotiations were conducted 
for the most part by administrations of 
pronounced jingo proclivities the cor- 
respondence was characterized throughout 
by courtesy and good temper, Each side 
protested that it wanted only what was 
right, that is, what was its own, and 
when the disputants found that they could 
not agree they stopped negotiations and 
referred the case to a disinterested 
tribunal whose decision, they both ac- 
cepted. They were both big and strong; 
they were afraid of each other, and, there- 
fore, they treated one another with dis- 
tinguished consideration. They did just 


as ‘‘gentlemen of the old school“ were} 


wont to do in the days when courtesy waé 
rather overdone, because, if an error was 
made on the other side, pistol practice was 
pretty sure to follow.

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WHERE THE WEALTH GOES. 

The Mayor of Boston declared war a few 
months ago on the Bay State Gas Co, 
which was taking money from the people 
to pay dividends on overcapitalization. 
The fight was successful as this extract 
from his report to the City Council shows; 

The capitalization of the Bay State Gas Co. 
has been fixed by the award of a judicial 
commission appointed in pursuance of chap, 
474 of the acts of 1893 at $2,000,000, beinga 
reauction of $3,000,000 from the nominal cap- 
ital of the company represented by stock and 
obligations. 

The net result of the legislative investiga- 
tions of this year into the operations of this 
company and its allies is that the capitaliza- 
tion of the five companies in question is 
recognized at $5,940,000, or $11,000,000 less than 
the $17,000,000 of stocks and bonds for which 
the Bay State Gas Co. of Delaware had made 
itself responsible. 

The people of Boston were paying the 
monopolists dividends on $17,000,000, but 
it has been ascertained by judicial inquiry 
that the investment was only $5,940,000. 
Hereafter the gas company will stand upon 
the same footing of paid-up capital as the 
grocers, the dry goods merchants and the 
peanut peddlers, except that it will be 
guaranteed against competition, This is 
an important exception, but as long as the 
advantage is not abused to the detriment 
of the people no complaint is likely to be 
heard. 

This case is not singular. All corpora- 
tions possessed of natural monopolies 
water their stock or increase their bonded 
debt whenever they think they can squeeze 
higher prices for their services out of the 
people. These overissues are 80 many 
drafts upon the common wealth for which 
no equivalent is given. The private busi- 
ness man is happy if he clears 5 or6 per 
cent on his actual investment, but the 
railroad president or the gas man does not 
limit his prices according to his invest- 
ment. He makesa profit on that and as 
much more as the guaranteed monopoly 
hé enjoys enables him to extract. Some- 
times he miscalculates and then we hear 
complaints that stocks in such enterprises 
do not pay. Perhaps not, but interest on 
the bonds is usually paid and in most 
cases the bonds represent the full value of 
the plant,, and in many instances much 
more. 

If a firm of grocers should be incorpor- 
ated and issue $1,000,000 on $100,000 worth 
of goods it would not add to their profits 
because competition operates to keep 
gains down to a just amount and there is 
no reason why corporations holding 
natural monopolies should be allowed by 
law to abuse their privileges and make a 
greater profit than the grocer. 

If the people will look into this matter 
they may find a clew to the whereabouts of 
their missing wealth.

Perhaps Mr. Carnegie did fore- 
see. He may have foreseen that tariff rates 
had gone so high that onlya nation’ of 
dolts would much longer tolerate the dis- 
honesty, and that in the struggle to keep 
up exorbitant prices business might be de- 
ranged and mills closed. Few, however, 
will look upon Mr. Carnegie as a seer. 
He and his crowd confidently believed that 
Mr. Harrison would be re-elected and that 
wages could be cut down under a high 
tariff as well as under a low tariff.

DIED IN CHURCH. 


John Veltz’s Sudden Summons While 
Attending Mass. 


THE CHURCH OF THE ASSUMPTION’S 
CONGREGATION SHOCKED. 


In the Middle of the Service a Pious O14 
Man Falls to the Floor and Expires— 
The Body Taken to the Morgue—Excit- 
ing Scenes in the Church. 


A commotion was created at the Catholic 
Church of the Assumption, at Ninth and Sid- 
ney streets, at 7:45 o’clock this morning, by 
the collapse of one of the worshipers, 
The church was well filled with a congrega- 
tion of devout parishioners, whose custom it 
isto hear mass daily, All were absorbed 
in silent prayer when the noise 
of the man’s tall disturded them. 
He was an old man, and occupied a 
pew in the middle of the church, on the 
right hand side, Rev. Fr. ‘Thomas 
Cooney, the pastor, who had begun mass at 
7:30 o’¢lock, wasinthe most solemn part of 
the service when the fall disturbed the entire 
congregation. 

Several women who knelt near by hastened 
to where the man lay, and were horrified to 
see the pallor of death upon his 
face. His body was limp and 
helpless and layin a half-reclining posture 
upon the kneeling-stool and against the seat. 
From the man’s hands. had dropped 
a prayer book in the German 
language, and in the back of. it 
was the rame John veits. The greatest part 
of the worshippers quietly gathered about 


the pew, when they saw the effect produced 

on the first comers, and saw the man expire. 

Several of the cooler - headed people stretched 

out the corpse on the bench, where it re- 
mained until the close of mass.

SUB-TREASURY BUSY. 


Hard Times Make Pensioners Send In 


Their Back Checks. 

The Sub-Treasury has been paying out 
about $300,000a day for pension checks for 
the past few weeks.

each quarter. As the average value ofa 
pension check is $24, the excess in payments 
already made amdunts to about $50,000, Gen.

Not long 
since, a pensioner who had saved his checks 
for nine years, sent them to the Sub-Treas- 
ury for payment. The total amounted to

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16,—For some reason or 
other the employes about the White House 
endeavored to maintain an air of mystery 
and secrecy regarding the return of Presi- 
dent Cleveland from New York this morning.
